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Woman Jumps with Her 12 Hour 
Old Baby in Her Arms and 
Is Probably Fatal- 
ly Hurt. 


Fourteen families had a narrow escape 
from death at 2 o’clpck this morning in a 
fire which started in a tallor shop at 899 West 
Fourteenth street, in the heart of the con- 
gested Ghetto district. 

As it was, all were made homeless, and 
one young man was killed. His body wae 
recovered from the ruins of the building at 


2:30 a. m. 

The young man who was killed was Abra- 
ham Gollett, 10 years old, 809 West Four- 
teenth street. The boy was sleeping in his 
room on the third story when the fire broke 
out. In his effort to escape he was seen to 
reach the window, but there he was over- 
come by the smoke. He fell back into the 
flames. His body was recovered later. 

One woman was probably fatally hurt, and 
with her a baby which was but 12 hours old. 


Cause of Blaze Unknown. 

The building in which the fire occurred was 
a three story brick structure containing two 
shops and several flats: The blaze originat- 
ed in the tailor shop, but what caused it is 
not yet known. It spread so rapidly that 
the sleeping tenants above had little time 
to get out. 

At first the reports were that four per- 
sons were burned to death and that six others 
were missing and probably been killed. 
Within an hour, however, the residents 


peered to be acccunted for and it appeared 


practically sure that only the one young man 
was dead. 


Woman with Baby Leaps. 

Mrs. Mary Caplin, whose husband owned 
the tailor shop in which the fire start- 
ed, leaped from a window nearly twenty feet 
to the ground, and suffered injuries which 
it is believed will cause her death. Twelve 
hours before the fire she had given birth to 
a child, and with the child she was in a rear 
room off of and elevated slightly above the 
rear of the tallor shop. 

The flames spread from the rear of the 
tailor shop in through the window of her 
bedroom, and, panic stricken, she is said 
to have leaped out with ber infant in her 
arms, falling in the alley in the rear. 


Several Thought Lost, Found. 

One flat was occupied by Joseph Benjamin, 
his wife, and their three children. While 
Benjamin early appeared on the street, it 
was feared for a time that his wife and chil- 
dren had perished. They were found later, 
but Mrs. Benjamin had jumped to the street 
and was taken later to a hospital. 

Similarly, it was at first thought that Mrs. 
James Lanchner and her two children were 
killed, but they were rescued and are safe, 

Mrs. Dora Levin, 25 years old, Jumped from 
a third story window and was taken to a 
hospital. 

Benjamin Levi was burned about the face 
and hands in trying to rescue Mrs. Caplin. 
He lived at 897. It was said also that A. 
Ormski, 43 Front street, was burned about 
the face while rescuing several children. 


Ghetto Is Panic Stricken. 
The fire, being in the center of the densely 
settled Ghetto, was at once the cause of 


hood. Those who ran to the scene saw 
crowds of men, women, and children hurry- 
ing out, shrieking and struggling to get to 
eafety. All fied half dressed and many are 
said to have been dragged from their rooms 
by relatives half overcome by smoke. 

Two firemen were hurt when at work in 
the building. One of them broke his leg. He 
‘was Frank McMahon, member of truck com- 
pany No. 5. He fell from a ladder while 
attempting to rescue a woman. 

Policemen Egan and Miller of Maxwell 
street station carried out over a dozen small 
children and were themselves almost over- 
come by smoke before the blaze was over. 
The fire was practically out at 8:80 a. m.

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COURT FLAYS VICIOUS PLAYS 


Judge Petit Denounces Presen- 
tation of ‘Tracy, the Outlaw.’ 


SAYS IT MAKES. CRIMINALS. 


Seven Boys Who Frequent Howard’s 
Theater Held for Burglaries. 


“I think it is time for the people of Chi- 
cago to exhibit moral stamina enough to 
annihilate plays in which bandits and des- 
peradoes are made to pose as heroes, and 1 
am going to start the ball rolling right now.“ 

With these words Judge Petit, sitting in 
the Sheffiel€ avenue\court, began a bitter 
denunciation of the trashy or vicious "’ the- 
ater and perhaps laid the foundation work 
for reform along this line. 

The judge had before him seven little boys 
whose minds had been poisoned by the char- 
acter of plays he referred to. In plain words 
the judge believes they learned to steal 
through witnessing Tracy the Outlaw 
and other plays of the kind at the Howard 
theater, 1067 Lincoln avenue. 

As a result of what he learned the judge or- 
dered the police to have Lorin J. Howard, 
manager of the place, before him today, and 
that means that boys and girls hereafter will 
be excluded, the house closed, or a different 
kind of play presented. 


Children Influenced by Plays. 


My éxperience in the criminal courts of 
Chicago has been that the alarming preva- 
lence of robbery, thievery, and wholesale 
crime among the young boys is directly trace- 
able to that class of plays,“ the judge con- 
tinued. ‘*‘ Girls also are incited to crimes 
and acts of immorality, and it is time for 
the people of Chicago to wake up to what 
their children are doing each night between 
7 and 11 o’clock. I am going to warn that 
manager to keep boys and girls out and away 
from the front of the theater. 

At this point the court was interrupted by 
the vigorous applause of those in the court 
room, and it required a moment or two for the 
bailiff to restore order. 

Here are seven boys, all of tender age, 
charged with thirty-five penitentiary of- 
fenses, the court proceeded. ‘“ They are 
frequenters of that theayer, as well as many 
more who are brought before me daily. Wher- 
ever the hero of a play is a wrongdoer that 
play ought to be stamped out. 


Boys Held for Burglaries. 


The prisoners, who were held for the Juve- 
nile court, are: Oscar Pearson, 18 years old; 
Bert Schultz, Rudolph Schwartz, and Earl 
Anderson, 14 years old; and Charles Schneck- 
el, Lawrence Howard, and Frank Dix, 15 
years old. 

Five charges of burglary rest against each 
one of the boys and it is only their tender 
age that saves them from Joliet. They were 
arrésted in a vacant lot at Irving Park boule- 
vard and Lincoln avenue Wednesday night. 
They were sitting around a bonfire feasting 
upon preserves and other sweets stolen from 
pantries of the neighborhood. 

Skeleton keys and revolvers were found in 
their possession, and in addition to the 
sweets they confessed robbing houses of 
property valued at $500 within the last fort- 
night. , 

Howard Asks for Injunction. 

Howard, earlier in the day, applied for an 
injunction to restrain the city from closing 
his theater because of violation of the ordi- 
nance theater scenery. He con- 
tends that the ordinance is unconstitutional.

HER IDENTITY A MYSTERY. 
Is She Mrs. Smith,“ Miss Smith,“ 
or Yet Another? Friends Silent. 


Mrs. Hila Smith, a young woman concern- 
ing whom there has been made much mys- 
tery at the Pennoyer sanitarium in Keno- 
sha, Wis., escaped from the custody of a 
trained nurse of that institution Wednesday 
night. She walked into the residence of a 
friend in this city last night, her clothes in 
tatters and her shoes worn through, having 
walked all the way from the Wisconsin city. 

Although most of those who know the 
young woman. protest her name is Smith, 
others profess to have identified her as Mrs, 
Irving B. Eames of 1421 Wilton avenue. 

Mrs. Smith or Mrs. Eames, or whoever she 
is, is 80 years old, blonde, and beautiful. She 
is subject to nervous attacks and while under 
them is not mentally responsible. 


Went to a Church Service. 

She. accompanied by her personal nurse 
and several other 11 gees Wednesday night 
attended services at St. James’ Caéholic 
church in Kenosha. After the services, while 
the party stood on a street corner waiting 
for a car, Mrs. Smith disappeared. 

A great hue and cry was raised, for every 
time a person escapes from the sanitarium it 
has a bad effect upon the persons who send 
their relatives there. 

Dr. Albert P. Hedges, who was the patient's 
family physician, arrived at Kenosha yester- 
day morning in a considerably excited state. 
He was anxious about the disappearance of 
his patient, Dut even more anxious that the 
fact be kept from the public. He finally, after 
a considerable display of reluctance, said that 
her name was Mise (not Mrs.) Ella Smith. 


Air of Mystery There. 


At the sanitarium the same difficulty of 
geouring anything in the way of definite in- 
formation concerning the escaped patient 
was encountered. One of the assistam phy- 
siclans denied any person by the name of 
Ella Smith had been a patient at the insti- 
tution, or that any of the patients had es- 
caped or disappeared, evaporated, or walked 
away. 

Dr. Pennoyer, following a policy of reti- 
cence, refused to discuss the case at all last 
night, although earlier in the day he had ad- 
mitted a patient named Smith had left the 
institution. ' 

J. L Smith, a La Salle street broker, who 
refused to disclose his- rélationship to the 
young woman, reported the disappearance. 
He gave her name as Ella Smith. 

He refused to say who she was. where she 
lived, or who her kinsfolk were last night, 
but admitted she was a married woman and 
that her parents lived in New York. 

„ Mrs. Smith,” he said over the telephone 
from the South Shore Country club, “ is safe, 
She has just walked in all the way from Ke- 
nosha.”” 

Asked if her name was not Eames, he 


said no—certainly not.

‘Can't I go back to jail?" she asked of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Young after she had 
pleaded guilty to two charges of grand lar- 
deny and Judge Gibbons had ordered her 
paroled. 7 

“T have made a good many friends there 
and can have a pretty good time. It isreally 
a pleasant, homelike place. 

„My people wouldn't even bring me a clean 
shirtwaist while I wasin jail. I can take care 
of myself and I am willing to take my punish- 
ment.“ 

“Why didn’t you say so in court?” Mr. 
Young asked her. 

I didn’t get a chance, and I didn’t under- 
stand what was going on,” she replied. 


Insists on Staying in Jail. 

„Jou know you really ought to be in the 
penitentiary,” Mr. Young said, “ and the 
only way you could get a jail sentence would 
be for the state to walve the felony charge 
against you. Don't“ you think you should 
comply with the arrangements your friends 
have made for you? They have been put to 
a good deal of trouble on your behalf al- 


ready. 
„Well, I'd rather go to jail,” Miss Haines 


insisted. 

Mr. Young then explained to her that she 
could go back to Judge Gibbons and with- 
draw her plea of guilty. She did not return 
to court during the afternoon. 

Miss Haines is 35 years old. Her father 
was the late Matthew Haines, known as the 
“Mayor of Bridgeport,” after whom Haines 
court in Bridgeport is named, and from 
whom she inherited a fortune of $40,000, 
which she lost in speculation. 


Indicted for Stealing Diamonds.

Six Civic Organizations Unite 
to Present Protest Against 
the Ordinance Before 
Mayor Busse. 


PLAN FOR MASSMEETING. 


Indignatjon Over Aldermen's 
Action May Be Expressed at 
VNoonday Gathering 
Tomorrow. 


Mayor Busse will be urged today by several 
influential political and civic organizations in 
Chicago, by the Telephone Users’ Protective 
league, and by the Illinols Manufacturers’ ax 
sociation to veto the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany’s ordinance. Important amendments 
looking to the protection of the people's inter- 
ests will be demanded. 

The appeal to the mayor will take the form 
of a protest signed by six representative civie 
organizations which held. a conference yes- 
terday afternoon at the City club against the 
hasty manner in which the telephone ordi- 
nance was passed in the early hours of the 
morning. 

He will be requested to defer action on the 
measure at least until Saturday night to give 
a committee appointed by these societies fur- 
ther time to examine the ordinance and pre- 
sent their objections. 

Arrangements probably will be made in 
the meantime for a noonday massmeeting 
on Saturday in protest against the ordinance, 
The place suggeseed ig Mc Vicker’s theater. 


Mayor Promises Close Study. 

The mayor h lf announced in the after 
noon that he and the corporation counsel's 
office would study the ordinance carefully 
before he took his pen in hand to make it a 
law or veto it. It is regarded as certain that 
he at least will force important concessions 
to the people before he indorses the measure. 

Telephone stock rese ten points on the stock 
exchange, displaying remarkable ‘* buoy- 
ad kor a day that otherwise was do- 
pressing in the stock market. 

At the conference in the City club the strik- 
img out of section 8, which provided that all 
income from the telephone company over 10 
per cent go to the city, was criticised se- 
verely.

M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association, challenged President 
Wheeler of the telephone company to deay 
that money had been used to secure the pas- 
‘sage of the ordinance. 
The Illinois Manufacturers’ association, 


at the City club, will get a hearing, it is 
understood, before Mayor Busse. 


Text of the Appeal.

The appeal sent last night to Mayor Busse 
was: 
_“ Chicago, Nov. 7.—Hon. Fred A. Busse, 
Mayor, City Hall—Dear Sir: The under- 
signed, representatives of the various civie

“The Chicago Telephone company ord- 
nance was passed this morning at a quarter 
before 3 o’clock at the end of a seventeen 
hour session of the city council, after the 
striking out of certain provisions heretofore 
considered vital to the proper protection of 
the public interests, and after various other 
changes had been made therein. 

“We understand that if your honor is te 
veto this ordinance this must be done not 
later than the regular council meeting next 
Monday night; that is, after an interval of 
only five days during which it can be exam- 
ined by yourself or the general public. It ig 
impossible as yet even to get a copy of the 
ordinance in its final form. 


Scant Time to Investigate. 


“In other words, the people are to have 
practically no opportunity whatever to ex- 
amine and express themeelves respecting 


for twenty-one years, which now concerns 
140,000 telephone subscribers, which will con- 
cern a much larger number within that. 
period, and which is of vast importance to 
the business and social development of this 
community. 

** We regret the haste with which this mat- 
ter has been thus disposed of by the city 
cotnecll. We desire, in behalf of our respec. 
tive organizations, to examine this telephone 
ordinance and to present to your honor such 
criticisms of or objections to it as we may 
deem wise. 

On the understanding that you must veto 
it, if at all, next Monday night, we intend 
and expect to give you our statement re 
specting it not later than Saturday night of 
this week. We therefore request your honor 
to defer your final action concerning thig 
ordinance until we may thus have an oppor- 
tunity to present to you such criticisms or 
objections. 

“ Assuring you of our sole desire to serve 
the public interest in this matter, we beg 
to remain, etc.”

Why Was Automatic Ignored? 
Former Corporation Counsel Tolman, who. 
is chairman of the telephone committee of 

the City club, said: 

“I believe that the merits and demerits of 
the ordinance just given to the Chicago 
Telephone company is a wholly immaterial 
inquiry at this time. The real question js, 
Why should any ordinance be passed in favor 
of that company before we ascertain whether 
or not the Illinois Tunnel company, which 
already has a franchise for more than twenty 
years, is able to do what its president, Mr. 
McRoberts, says it Is willing and anxious 
to do—namely: furnish the whole city an 
automatic telephone service greatly superior 
to the present antiquated manual system at 
materially lower rates?“ e 2 

Secretary George E. Hooker of the City 
bub also said the conference criticised in 
particular the manner in which the council 
nad seen fit to ignore the automatic telephone 
g@ystem of the Illinois Tunnel company. 

Challenge to Wheeler. 

Levy Mayer, attorney for the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association; John M. Glenn, 
and other officers of that organization are ex- 
pected to appear before Mayor Busse and 
manifest their especial objections to the 
ordinance. Mr. Mayer would not discuss the 
action of the council, but Secretary Glenn 
wasn’t backward. 

“I challenge President Wheeler of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company to deny that money 
wae used in passing that ordinance,” said Mr. 
Glenn. Money was unquestionably used.” 

“How much money?’ 

“ Well, I don’t like to say. Probably $200,- 
000 or $800,000. A friend of Mr. Wheeler told 
me the other day that the Chicago Telephone 
company wouldn't use money, that Mr. 
Wheeler wouldrft stand for it. I asked him if 
he pretended to argue that the Bell Tele- 
phone company didn’t use money in Frisco 
and if there, why not here? That ordinance 
was bought through the council. I don’t 
gay that every alderman who voted for it was

Says 6 Per Cent Is Enough. 


Mr. Glenn was confident, he said, that 
Mayor Busse would not sign the ordinance 
in its present form.

PUBLISHERS GET 
ROOSEVELT’S Alb. 


Repeal of Tariff and Inves- 
tigate Paper Trust. 


ILLEGAL COMBINE SHOWN 


Committee Informs Executive of 
Methods Used to Inflate Cost 
and Limit Supply. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—After listening 
to the complaint of the Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association’s committee on paper to- 


day President Roosevelt intimated that he 


will recommend to congress the abolition of 
the tariff on press paper, wood pulp, and 
the wood that goes into the manufacture of 
paper. He also promised to make a recom- 
mendation to the department of justice that 
it take immediate steps to ascertain whether 
the anti-trust laws are being disobeyed by 
the manufacturers of paper. 

The promise of the recommendations by 
the president was obtained after he had 
listened to the representations of the mem- 
bers of the committee and to a petition from 
the national organizations of printers, 
steredtypers, pressmen, and etchers, all of 
which set forth the evidence of a combine- 
tion on the part of the manufacturers of 
paper for the 1j urpose of controlling the out- 
put, regulating, and greatly increasing the 
price, and otherwise making hindersome 
regulations governing the source of supply 


and delivery of paper. 

The committee which called on the presi- 
dent by appointment today included Medill 
McCormick of THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, John 
Norris of the New York Times, George 
Thompson of the St. Paul Dispatch, 
Delavan Smith of the Indianapolis News, 
John Eastman of the Chicago Journal, Wal- 
ter Page of World’s Work, Dr. Albert Shaw 
of the Review of Reviews, E. J. Ridgway 
of Everybody’s, and the presidents of the 
national organizations of the Allied Printing 
Trades. 

Complaint Made to President. 

Mr. McCormick was the committee's 
spokesman. He conveyed to President Roose- 
velt the appreciation of the Publishers’ asso- 
clation of the action taken by the federal 
government last year in ordering the dissolu- 
tion of the General Paper company. The 
president's attention was then called to what 
was termed a “ conspiracy,’’ by which ſt was 
alleged the makers of news print paper have 
arranged for an advance of $12 per ton upon 
the supply of that article for the current 
year, and for an additional advance next 
year averaging $10 per ton. This, it was ex- 
plained, means a burden imposed on the 
printing industry of the country of $10,000,000 
for the present and $19,000,000 for the com 
ing year. 

The excuse for these advances on the part 
of the paper makers is the cost of wood and 
labor has increased. This excuse was met 
in the argument to the president by the 


largest manufacturer of news print paper 
gives the increased cost of material and man- 
ufacture, including the expense of adminis- 
tration and sales, as about 64 cents per ton. 

The president was told that the present 
plan of increasing the price of paper had its 
inception twelve years ago in a proposition 
to unite the paper mills into one pool or cor- 
poration. The first step in the program was, 
it was stated. accomplished when the pro- 
moters induced congress to fix a tariff duty of 
$6 a ton on news print paper. the tariff, it is 
understood, which the president has promised 
to urge congress to repeal. The next step, 
which has encountered many delays, has, the 
president was told, just been consummated 
by the creation of a combination to exhaust 
the surplus stock of paper, to cause a paper 
famine, and to raise prices., 


Publishers’ Supply Predetermined. 

The president was further informed that 
after the disbandment, by order of the court, 
of the General Paper company various meet- 
ings of eastern and western manufacturers 
have been held to stimulate prices and to 
limit the contract period. A conference of 
eastern manufacturers was held in New 
York during the first week of September 
last, when the last advance in price was de- 
cided upon. Since that time manufacturers 
who had previously solicited the business of 
various newspapers have withdrawn all quo- 
tations. 

Publishers who apply for quotations realize 
that in some intangible way their supply 
has been predetermined, and the price they 
are to pay also arranged for them. In each 
case the president was informed the pub- 
Usher makes bids, but they are at a pro- 
hibitory price. He also finds that. he has no 
remedy against the supply of inferior paper. 
Publishers who make inquiry of one mill 
find that the others haye been advised of 
that inquiry. New selling agencies, repre- 
senting an aggregation of previously inde- 
pendent mills, have merged the output of 
those mills. 

The source of supply of numerous news- 
papers has been arbitrarily diverted from 
one mill to another without the consent of the 
(publisher. Jobbers who apply to selling 
agents or to mills for quotations are forced 
to disclose the name of the customer and the 
purpose for which the paper is to be used. 
When this disclosure is made jobbers find 
that satisfactory Quotations can be obtained 
from but one mill in the country. Mill men 
and paper salesmen have admitted that an 
agreed scale had been adopted. 


Dearer Labor Used as Blind. 

It was represented that Canadian mills can 
and do pay the 86 per ton duty and still 
find it profitable to sell in the United States. 
At the same time the American mills are 
selling abroad in competition with Canada, 
Great Britain, Germany, and Norway. It 
was stated to the president thaf paper 
makers operating fairly equipped mills have 
made large profits during the last ten years 
at prices averaging less than $40 per ton, and 
that a selling price of between $55 and $60 
per ton, as naw proposed, would mean a 
daily tribute of $45,000 paid by the paper 
consumers to the alleged combination. 

Evidence is tainable in government rec- 
ords, it was claimed, that paper mills in 
the United States and Canada are making 
paper at a cost of less than $28 per ton. 

Much mystification had been attempted, it 
Was asserted, to show that the cost of labor 
had greatly increased, but this was refuted 
by the statement that the entire cost of labor 
in the manufacture of a ton of paper amount- 
ed to less than $2.40. Not one-twentieth of 
the advance in news print paper, it was stat- 
ed, would go to labor. 


Seeking to Create Famine? 

The lack of progressive methods of man- 
ufacture by the International Paper com- 
pany, which furnishes the bulk of the paper 
and fixes the price in the eastern Market, 
was pointed out. The e rt of 60,000 tons 
of print paper during the past season and 
the claim of the manufacturers that the do- 
mestic stock is practically exhausted, coupled 
with the shutting down of the mills on vari- 
ous pretexts, lead the publishers to the be- 
Hef that an attempt is being made to create 
a paper famine. Many newspaper proprie- 
tors, it is clajmed, are unable to obtain any 
quotations for paper for next year and do not 
know wheresto obtain a supply.

GAIN OVER FOUR YEARS AGO. 


Asserts That Showing in New York 
Was Due to Local Causes. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—President 
Roosevelt today issued the following state- 
ment regarding the elections held Tuesday

The president regards the result of the 
elections as extremely gratifying. Se has 
sent a letter of hearty congratulation to Mr. 
Heney on the result in San Francisco. The 
victory in New Jersey was precisely what 
happened nine years ago in the middle of 
President McKinley's administration. He 
had carried New Jersey by nearly 88,000, and 
two years afterward the republican candi- 
date for governor had 5,500, the vote being 
cut down just as happened in the case of 
Judge Fort. . 

As compared with the elections next pre- 
ceding the last presidential ejection we have 
done decidedly better than we did in 1903. 
Then, as on Tuesday, Rhode Island and 
Maryland went against us; but this year we 
have won a sweeping victory in Kentucky 
for the first time since McKinley’s first elec- 
tion; and the victory in Massachusetts was 
also remarkable. The showing in Pennsyl- 
vania and Nebraska is equally good. 

“The showing in New York state as a 
whole was excellent, far better than was the 
case prior to the last presidential election. 
That the result in Manhattan was due to 
purely local causes is shown by comparing it 
with the decisive triumphs in Brooklyn, 
Buffalo, Albany, and in the state generally. 
The president's own home county of Nassau 
made a better showing than‘it ever has in an 
off year. As a whole, the showing has been 
an improvement over what it was four years 
ago and eight years ago.“

LAID ON SANTA FE 


Intermediate Penalty” for 


Rebating Imposed by Los 
Angeles Court. 


JUDGE SCORES THE: ROAD. 


Ignorance of Law Alleged in the 
Company’s Defense Deemed 
Equivalent to Guilt. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 7.—The Atchison, 


Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad company. 


which was convicted in October of rebating, 
was- fined $330,000 today by Judge Olin Well- 
born in the United States District court. 

The fine was what Judge Wellborn de- 
scribed as an intermediate penalty,“ the 
maximum which might have been assessed 
being $1,320,000 and the minimum $66,000. He 
held that there were sufficient doubtful and 
extenuating circumstances to preclude the 
possibility of a maximum sentence and yet 
sufficient intention of wrongdoing shown to 
make impossible the minimum penalty. 

The Santa Fé company was convicted on 
Oct. 11 last by a jury in the federal court of 
granting rebates to the Grand Canyon Lime 
and Cement company of Arizona. It was 
found guilty of all the sixty-six counts 
charged In the indictment after an hour's 
deliberation. The rebates, which were given 
on shipments of lime and cement from Nel- 
son, Ariz., to Los Angeles, ranged in amount 
from 35 cents to $15. 

Couldn't Believe Company's Claim. 

The company claimed that these amounts 
were not rebates on the regular freight rate, 
but were in the form of damages to goods 
which were allowed after such claims had 
been regularly presented and proved in each 
instance. The court today did not take that 
view of the case, however, and stated that 
it “was not convinced by any means that 
these amounts represent bona. fide settle- 
ments of claims.” - 

“It is hard to belleve,“ Judge Wellborn 
added, that the agents of the corporation 
did not know that they were violating the 
law. In any event such ignorance of the law 
is almost equivalent to a criminal knowledge 
of it.“ 

Judge Welldorn in his opinion reviewed 
the entire case at length. saying in part: 

For a quarter of a century congress has 
sought so to regulate commerce between the 
states and territories as that the agencies 
of transportation engaged in such commerce 
shall be open to the questions and localities 
upon terms of equality, and to this end the 
statutes uniformly and sternly forbid all 
sorts of discrimination and favoritism. 


Deems Practices Malignant.“ 

“The practices thus sousht to be sup- 
pressed have been so widespread and malig- 
nant and are so fully within the common 
knowledge that they require no comment at 
this time, and it need only be said that the 
Elkins law and all other acts upon the same 
subject should be so construed and enforced 
by the courts as to promote their policies and 
extirpate the evils against which they are 
directed. 

„Had there been no mention by the defend- 
ants in the matter I could not be unmindful 
that the concessions made by the defendants 
were small in amount, ranging from 35 cents 
to $14.35, averaging $5.20% and aggregating 
$340.53, which aggregate is not more than 
1 per cent of the total traffic of the same 
sort contributed by the shipper to whom the 
concession was made. While the circum- 
stances do not in any way affect the abstract 
question of innocence or guilt, they are mani- 
festly important factors in determining the 
punishment to be inflicted, 

„ am inclined to think that the defend- 
ant’s underlying purpose in the transactions 
complained of was to foster on its own lines 
of road any industry which would perma- 
nently contribute to its tariff against com- 
petitors in other localities depending upon 
other lines of transportatien for access to 


market. 


Ignorance of Law Equally Bad. 

“T am satisfied that the evidence shows, 
as was distinctly and forcibly stated by Mr. 
Lawlor, the district attorney, that the con- 
cessions were intentionally and systemat- 
ically made, and it is hard to believe that the 
defendant did not know that they were un- 
lawful departures from its established tariff. 
At all events, ignorance of the law under 
the circumstances in this case would imply 
a degree of negligence well nigh equivalent 
to guilty knowledge. 

‘* Rejecting, then, as unsuited to the present 
case both the maximum and the minimum 
penalties, I must find somewhere between the 
two such a medium as under all circum- 
stances of the case seems to meet the re- 
quirements, and thereupon pronounce the 
sentence, which, while not unduly severe,w'!!! 
yet effectively serve as a perpetual warning 
to all persons against like offense in the 
future. 

“The judgment of thé court is that the 
defendant be sentenced to pay a fine of $5,000 
on each count of the indictments.”’

THREATS AS PERSUASION, 


Two Men High Up in Finanee Are to 
Be Criminally Proseeuted.— 


STOCKS ARE OFF SHARPLY 
| Members of the Iron Molders’ Union of 
America were denied a jury trial yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Barnes in the Superior 
court. The case is one involving a long 
standing controversy between the Employ- 
-ers’ association and the union. 

The association, representing nine large 
local firms, is seeking to have made perma- 
nent an injunction granted in September, 
1906, restraining the members of the moldeys’ 
union from interfering with the business of 
the petitioners. The association also asks 
the court to punish twelve officers of the 
union for contempt of court for alleged pick- 


eting. 

James Brown, secretary of the iron mold- 
ers’ conference board; George Herriott, re- 
cording secretary of local union No. 233, and 
ten others are the unionists the court is 
asked to punish for contempt. 

W. H. Winslow, president of the Winslow 
Brothers company, testified the loss to his 
firm occasioned by the strike amounted to 
$285,000. 

William Schreider, counsel for the defend- 
ants, argued his clients are entitled to a jury 
trial because certain remarks made by the 
defendants and construed to be threats are 
in their station of life only persuasion.”’ 

„ Suppose we should get a number of bank- 
ers and merchants on the jury,“ said Judge 
Barnes, who then announced he was not 
warranted in granting a trial by jury and 
that the contempt proceedings would not be 
heard until the petition for a permanent in- 
junction had been dfsposed of. —

New York, Nov. 7.—[Special.J—When the

That investigation has been rapidly pursued 
and, as the result, the government bank ex- 
aminers have unearthed violations of the, 
national banking laws of serious conse- 
quence. 3 

Three of the best treasury agents have 
been at work night and day, and have been 
in constant communicgtion with the United 
States district attorney.

New York, Nov. 8., [2 a. m. I- With ten 
millions of gold in the stron&box and a new 
transatlantic record written in the log, the 
Cunard turbiner Lusitania steamed past 
Sandy Hook at 1:40 o'clock this morning. 

The westbound trip had been made ap- 
proximately in 4 days 19 hours and 10 min- 
utes. The hourly average was a little better 
than twenty-four knots an hour. The vessel 
has probably beaten the record about forty 
minutes. 

The former western record of the turbiner, 
completed Oct. 11 lagt, was 4 days 19 hours 52 
minutes. The average speed on that trip was 
twenty-four knots an hour for the distance of 
2.784 miles. The best day's run was 617 knots. 

The Lusitania fought out the last lap of 
the race against time in the teeth of a south- 
west gale. It had been favored with ideal 
‘weather until early yesterday, when it ran 
into the off coast storm that considerably 
bothered the officers. When the Lusitania 
‘swept by the lightship this morning, it cut 
its way through a tumbling sea. The vessel 
came to anchor outside the bar, where it 
awaited daylight. It is expected to dock 
about 9 o' clock this morning. 

With a big passenger list and unprecedent- 
ed gold imports, the liner sailed from Queens- 
town at 11:30 a. m., Nov. 3. The moment it 
disappeared from land and headed for Sandy 
Hook, the Lusitania steamed at top speed. 
The daily runs were 606, 618, and 610 knots 
up to noon yesterday. The best day’s run 
beat the previous record for twenty-four 
hours by one knot. This run of 618 khots was 
made in the twenty four hours preceding 
Wednesday noon. Fair weather for the bet- 
ter part of the trip and her machinery shaken 
down and running smoothly, both contribut- 
ed. 

From the passengers’ standpoint the trip 
was a most delightful one. 

The Lusitania passed Nantucket at 5 
o’clock last night.

May Sanctify Marriage There Easier 
than in Philadelphia.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 7.— Special. I— Mar- 
tin Maloney and his eloping heiress daughter, 
Helen, together with her mother, her hus- 
band, Herbert Arthur Osborne. the Carberrys, 
Ritchies, and others in the case, fied to the 
millionaire’s big country place at Spring 
Lake, N. J., this evening, where in the pri- 
vate chapel of the Maloneys the religious 
ceremony uniting Osborne to his wife will, it 
is said, be performed.

Opinion by Attorney General Is 
Favorable to Economy Con- 
cern and Dam Project.

Springfield, III., Nov. 7.—[8pecial.]—To take 
the first preliminary steps in the deep water- 
way program it will be necessary for the 
state, in the opinion of Attorney General 
Stead, to have determined whether or not the 
Desplaines and Illinois rivers are in fact 
navigable streams. Unless they are in fact 
navigable acts of the legislature cannot 
make them so. 

What Mr. Stead has to say on the subject 
in an exhaustive opinion sent to Gov. Deneen 
today has been epitomized as meaning that 
oratory and votes can’t make a stream 
navigable. It needs water. This being his 
opinion, it is probable that the Allen-Lantz 
navigability bill will not be pressed so hard

Question of Fact Important. 


Mr. Stead holds that if the streams are 
navigable in fact it is possible not only for 
the state to remove all dams and obstruc- 
tions but to have the men who placed them 
there fined or imprisoned. If they are not 
navigable in fact the state is powerless to 
prevent further encroachment and may pro- 
ceed only by condemnation and paying dam- 
ages for all property rights taken. It is

A more decided return to the open game, a

END OF TELEGRAPH TROUBLES. 

Various degrees of. felicitation may be 
profered over the conclusion of the tele- 
gtuph strike und the promise of a speedy 
return to normal conditions, for it would 
be foolish to pretend that conditions have 
been normal or even “ nearlyy’ so. The 
opera tors may be congratulated that they 
are now iu a position to return to their 
keys without danger of reproach as 
deserters. The companies may be felici- 
tate on the removal of all obetacles 
which hate stobd in the way of prompt 
and eficient public service. And above all 
the public, which has suffered much an- 
noxance and inconvenience from the strike, 
has special oecasion to rejoice in the 
termination of hostilities. 

A not inconsiderable element of public 
discomfort aud inconvenience was found in 
the Gosing of the branch offices in various 
parts of the cities. Sending to the main 
eifices of awaiting the tardy approach of 
a messenger boy was not adapted to the 
requirements of business men. General 
jubilation therefore is somewhat damp- 
ened by the announcement that both 
companies will reduce the number of 
branch offices in the city.” It has been 
presumed that these offices were estab- 
lished for the convenience and benefit of 
the publie and not merely because they 
were sources of large revenue to the com- 
panies. And while at a time of trouble 
in the domestic arrangements of the com- 
panies the public accepted the situation 
and cheerfully went out of its way in 
order to transact its business, it does not 
follow that it will as cheerfully put up 
with the conditions prevailing when ex- 
euses were reasonable and valid now that 
they no longer exist. * 

It would be a mistake to suppose that 
a public which has been educated to an 
enjoyment of facilities proper in a great 
city .can be reduced to the status of the 
ordinary ‘town. It may be that more 
branch offices than even the public de- 
manded or, required have been in opera- 
tion. ‘These may. be cl without special 
cause for disquietude. But any step 
which contemplates a continuance of the 
anhoyance of the three months of the 
strike is not to be accepted as a part of 
the reasons for general joy. The public 
expects something more in the way of 
compensation for its good natured accept- 
ance of strike trials and tribulations than 
@ reduction of former conveniences. 


THE ANTHRACITE CENTENNIAL. 
Wilkesbarre is preparing to celebrate 
the 100th anniversary of the first use 
of anthracite. Stone coal, as it was 
called, was believed to be worthless 
until Judge Jesse Fell of Wilkesbarre 
on the night of Feb. 11, 1807, made 
a good grate fire out of the despised 
stone. It may be said that the cheer- 
ful glow of that little fire has warmed. 
millions of homes. The change in the 
estimation of anthracite in 100 years ap- 
bears in two propositions recently made, 
diametrieally opposite in effect, but both 


— 


based upon the high rank of anthracite as 


fuel. One city beautifier proposed to pro- 
hibit the use of soft coal in cities, so that 
people would be forced to use hard coal, 
and that thus the amount of city smoke 
would be lessened. An admiral of the 
navy proposed that the government con- 
fiseate the anthracite mines, so that no 
private person could use hard coal, and 
that thus the whole supply should be pre- 
served for the use of the American fight- 
ing vessels, giving them an immense su- 
periority. over the fleets of all other na- 


The duration of anthracite deposits now 
known is calculated variously at from 
fifty to.a thousand years. The discrepan- 
ey. of the figures shows how little scien- 
tige accuracy there is about any of them. 
But should the Pennsylvania fields be ex 
hausted in the shorter period it may be 
that by that time the more thorough ex- 
ploration of the far north will reveal a 
new source of supply. It is known that

general use of heating plants and gas 
ranges began it was anthracite which 
placed American homes on a higher plane 
of cleanliness and comfort than the homes 
of dwellers in the lands where the grate 
with its smoky soft coal fire was the chief 
source of heat. Its adaptation to indus- 
trial uses was no less important an ad- 
vantage to America. While the centen- 
nial anniversary will not be observed ex- 
cept in the city where the discovery was 
made, the benefits of that discovery ar: 
appreciated in every city in this country, 


THE TELEPHONE ORDINANCE. 

After a contest almost unprecedented 
in duration and bitterness the telephone 
franchise ordinance has been passed hy 
the common council with some small 
changes. These changes, however, do not 
change the opinion of Tue Trisune that 
the ordinance as it stands is still objectioa- 
able and is not satisfactory to the people 
in some of its main provisions. 

The franchise is an unsatisfactory one 
in that it gives too much to the company 
aod not enough to the people or to the 
niunicipality. Tue Trisune has stated 
its objeé@tions so often that it does not 
need to restate them now, but in general 
it may be said that the ordinance should 
have commanded the satisfaction of the 
people, should have insured satisfactory 
compensation to the city, should have 
given the people an opportunity to make 
communication with cities served by the 
independent companies, and should also 
have provided more effectively for the pro- 
tection of its employés, 

The ordinance, however, is now in the 
hands of the mayor, and no one need 
doubt that he will give it most careful and 
unbiased consideration. If he approves it 
the people will expect the adoption of all 
up, to date methods and the best possible 
service at the cheapest possible rates, and 
it will be the duty of the city commis- 
sioner of public works to see that the com- 
pany does not fail in these respects. Its 
glaring deficiencies in the past must be 
corrected. Should the mayor approve the 
public will anxiously await the improved 
service the company’s advocates have 
promised. The company cannot complain 
that the council has imposed any hard- 
ships upon it financially or that it has 
placed any obstructions in the way of an 
ideal service.

A BETTER CHICAGO. 

One of the most hopeful movements for 
improvement of Chicago is that which m- 
volves a union of effort of nearly a score 
of the city’s representative clubs. The 
desire for better conditions is everywhere 
pypsent. It is a subject which appeals at 
once to the attention of the wideawake 
citizen. It bas already found expression 
in the organization and the effective work 
of many neighborhood improvement socie- 
ties. The union of the clubs representiag 
the entire city is the next natural step. 

The meeting which is to be held in Ful- 
lerton hall in the Art institute Sunday 
afternoon may be a notable one in Chi- 
cago’s life. The subjects which have been 
announced suggest the variety of elements 
to be considered in connection with a bet- 


ter city. The public health, the cleaning | 


of streets and alleys, the lessening or 
suppression of the smoke nuisance, and 
the improvement of facilities for public 
recreation are each to be presented by a 
prominent citizen entirely competent to 
discuss them in a helpful way. It is 
through the accomplishment of reforms in 
all of these things that the common good 
is to be attained. 

The union of forces in energetic en- 
dea vor gives the present movement an 
element of strength which has been lack - 
ing. A great deal has already been done 
here and there. Improvement associations 
of comparatively limited territory, combi- 
nations of merchants and property owners 
on business streets, university settlements, 
and other organizations have shown the 
possibilities. The Hamilton club has is- 
sued. a booklet containing a program of 
twenty-seven objects deserving the support 
of its members, each of these desirable 
from the standpoint of the seeker after 
the city beautiful. The printed program 
is being supplemented by plain talks from 
members to members as one point after 
another is taken up in open meeting. But 
it is the combination of all sorts of socie- 
tles and clubs which can make the move- 
ment for a better Chicago a favorite one 
all over the city. 

The comprehensive program of the 
Hamilton club indicates the lines of civic 
progress. The desired improvements in- 
clude electricity for steam, abatement of 
smoke, suppression of noises, improvement 
of street pavements and sidewalks, uni- 
form signs for street names, better street 
cleaning and sprinkling, regulation of bill- 
boards and signboards, better’ bridges, 
more artistic spirit where compatible with 
practical utility, more attention to vacant 
lots, uniformity in building lines, and 
many others, all working toward one end 
—namely: the betterment of Chicago. 

Not every desired improvement can be 
secured at once. But there is no doubt 
that the physical appearance of the city 
can be greatly enhanced with little adidi- 
tional outlay if there is union of effort on 
the part of citizens to do the things which 
can be done easily. A public opinion 
strong enough to awaken in each citizen a 
sense of his responsibility and to lead him 
to do his part in the general movement is 
what is needed. The union of the promi- 
nent clubs of the city ought to help much 
in the creation of this public sentiment for 
a better Chicago. 


A STRIKE AVERTED. 


The threatened British railroad strike 
has been averted. An agreement which 
is said to be satisfactory to both sides has 
been made for a term of six years. Con- 


cessions were made by employers and em- | 


ployés which enabled them to agree upon 
a plan for a board of conciHation, which 
is to consider all disputes. In case of in- 
ability to reach a satisfactory solution 
there is to be an appeal to arbitration. 
Railway affairs in the united kingdom 
have been growing more and more un- 
settled for some.months. The  Amal- 
gamated Society of Railway Servants has 
a membership of 97,000 out of the 580,000 
Officials and employés. connected with the 
23,000 miles of railway in England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland. It was this organiza- 
tion which voted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority in favor of a strike, 77,000 of the 
members favoring the plan. The issue 
was the recognition of the society. 

The railway officials have declined this 
recognition, claiming that the

it represented the interests of the entire ; 
body of workers. The public generally | 
has not been enthfisiastic over the so- 
ciety, believing, rightly or wrongly, that 
ii was attempting to coerce railway men 
into joining it. The crisis was reached 
when officials were ready to appeal to the 
majority of workers outside of the society 
to stand by the companies, while the so- 
ciety was preparing to urge sympathetic 
support from the outsiders for the or- 
ganization, whose aim is to secure better 
pay and shorter hours when business will 
permit. In the settlement which has been 
made ‘the officials have not recognized the 
Amalgamated society, but they have 
agreed to outside intervention in disputes 
with employés. 

The third party interested, the general 
public, will breathe more freely now that 
the danger of a strike is over. Great 
Britain is dependent on the railroads for 
food supplies much more than is the case 
with other Buropean countries. It raises 
comparatively little itself, but imports 
large quantities of foodstuffs. Those who 
have been figuring on the results of a 
possible strike have declared that a com- 
plete tieup of the railroads, even for a 
short time, would raise the cost of living 
in London at least 30 per cent, while the 
increase in smaller places having no re- 
served stocks would be materially greater. 
For this reason a strike on the railroads 
would bring widespread suffering among 
those least able to endure it. 

Incidentally the strike talk has given 
fresh impetus to the movement for gor- 
ernment ownership, the model of Ger- 
many being held up for examination, al- 
though the opposition to this idea has 
shown that the conditions in the two 
countries are essentially different and that 
what Germany has been able to accomplish 
could not be secured in the united king- 
dom without a revolution. There has been 
a good deal of talk about socialiem in 
connection with the discussion, the of- 
ficials charging it with the whole trouble, 
the society claiming, on the other hand, 
that the charge was a blind to obscure 
the real conditions of grievance. When 
the various phases of the ceutroversy are 
considered, the economic, the social, and 
the political, it is evident that a good 
deal of tact must have been used to avert 
a strike and to find a basis of agreement 
satisfactory to all concerned.

VERY influence, even those which 
can be described as illustrious, has 
been invoked in vain in order to avert 
the suit for breach of promise insti- 
tuted by the lovély Mrs. Tom Atherton 
against Lord Churston’s only son and heir, 
Capt. the Hon. John Yarde Buller, formerly 
A. D. C. to Lord Curzon when the latter was 
viceroy of India, and afterwards on the per- 
sonal staff of Field Marshal the Duke of 
Connaught. At the time of Capt. Buller's 
marriage some months ago to the operatic 
divette, Denys Orme, I intimated in these 
letters that he would probably be made the 
defendant in a suit for breach of promise by 
Mrs, Atherton, who a little over a year ago 


erton of the Twelfth Lancer regimént, on 
his account. The anxiety to avert the n- 
pending suit for breach of promise is not 
sO much on account of Capt. Buller as by 
reason of the fear that it will lead to the 
revelation of a scandal which has until now 
only been hinted at, and which canndt fail 
to affect the happiness of a young couple 
who in rank and wealth occupy the fore- 
most place in English life. | 

In the divorce suit brought by Col. Ather- 
ton last year against his wife, with Capt. 
Buller as co-respondent, he admitted under 
cross examination and on oath in the wit- 
ness box that he had already begun a divorce 
suit against his wife in 1901 on the score of 
her intimacy with a young duke of colossal 
wealth. He likewise admitted the existence 
of widely circulated stories that he had been 
bribed to condone his wife's offense, but 
swore that there was no foundation for any 
such assertion. He declared that if he had 
abandoned his proceedings against his wife, 
and against the nobleman in question, in 
1001, it was because friends had interfered 
and persuaded him to accept his wife's ex- 
planation of her conduct. 

He might have added that the intervention 
was entirely the work of the king, then, as 
now, desirous to avert domestic scandals, to 
avoid everything calculated to impair the 
repute of English society, and to prevent 
honored names being dragged in the muddy 
gutter. The young duke in question, when 
the papers were served upon him as co-re- 
spondent in the case, had long since terminat- 
ed his acquaintance with Mrs. Atherton, and 
was on the eve of marriage with the lovely 
girl who is now his wife and the mother of 
his children. 

> . 

King Edward, who was much interested in 
his welfare and in that of his bride, both 
of whom he had known from childhood, and 
who, indeed, had contributed in no small 
measure to bring about their marriage, was 
of course eager to avoid such a contretemps 
as would have been involved by the appear- 
ance of the duke as co-respondent in a suit 
for divorce, either on the eve of his marriage 
or during his honeymoon. Consequently he 
endeavored to reason with Col. Atherton, and 
to induce him to put the best possible con- 
struction on Mrs. Atherton’s indiscretions. 

Adverse criticism regarding the colonel’s 


reconciliation with his wife and his abandon- 


ment of the proceedings was in a measure 
silenced. by the acceptance on the part of his 
fellow officers of the Twelfth Lancers of his 
course in the matter. Had they not been 
satisfied he could not have remained at the 
head of the regiment, the honor of which was 
more or less at stake, and he bore himself 
with so much gallantry during the remainder 
of the war in South Africa that he was 
decorated with the Distinguished Service 
Order and the Cross of the Bath. 

The scandal then averted threatens to 
break forth afresh. For, although Mrs. Ath- 
erton is suing for $100,000 damages, it is 
doubtful whether any money could assuage 
her feelings, since she is not only a beautiful 
and fascinating woman but also quite rich, 
possessing an independent income of about 
$25,000 or $80,000 a year. She is a daughier 
of the late Sir Edward Dean Paul and a sister 
of Sir Aubrey Paul. Had Capt. Buller, who 
has no means of paying the $100,000 if she 
obtains a verdict against him, fulfilled his 
promise to marry her, which he made when 
he eloped with her to England, she would 
have on his father’s death become Lady 
Churston, a peeress of the realm, and pos- 
sessed of rights and privileges which would 
have gone far to compensate her for the 
social disadvantages of her present position. 

All prospects of ever becoming Lady Churs- 
ton are now at an end, and the ome object of 
Mrs. Atherton is now vengeance against the 
two men by whom she has been in turn 
abandoned, namely, the young duke and 
Capt. Buller, who both of them realize that 
there is nothing so dangerous in this wide 
world as the anger of a woman scorned.“

Don Piero Strozzi, prince of Forano, and 
duke of Bagnolo, whose death has just taken 
place at Florence, was the chief of the his- 
toric and ancient house of Strozzi, whose 
palace on the oorner of the Via Strozzi and of 
the Via Tornabuoni has been for the last 
500 years one of the most superb and ma- 
jestic ornaments of the city on the Arno, and 
a familiar landmark to every one of the many 
thousands of American tourists who have 
visited Florence. It is a masterpiece of 
medieval architecture, and built of such first 
class materials, that it stands today as per- 
fect in every detail, and as uninjured by the 
lapse of time, as when completed away back 
in the early part of the fifteenth century. 

It is said that the antiquity of the Strozzi 
family is greater than that of Florence itself, 
and it is a fact that their name figures as 
that of an ancient family in 1050 in records 
still in existence of that period of Italian his- 
tory. It was Pallas Strozzi, who, as lord 
rector of the University of Florence in 1406, 
devoted a portion of his vast fortune to the 
collection in Greece of ancient manuscripts, 
and it is to him that the world is indebted 
for the recovery and preservation of the 
Lives of Plutarch and of the works of Plato. 
Strozzis are to be found on almost every page 
of Itallan, ] German, and French history. Leo 
Strozzi commanded a fleet of some thirty 
French ships, which sailed for Scotland in a 
vain attempt to rescue Queen Mary Stuart,a 
short time before she fell into the hands of 
her arch enemy, Queen Elizabeth, who sent 
her to the scaffold. 

Hercules Strozzi was assassinated on the 
eve of his marriage by Duke Alphonso I. of 
Medici, who was in love with his bride. Philip 
Strozzi was the admiral of the French fleet 
who, taken in battle off the Azores by the 
Spaniards, was made to walk the plank, and 
drowned by the Spanish admiral, Santa Cruz. 
Peter Strozzi was killed as marshal of France 

nd as generalissimo of the military forces of 
Pope Paul IV. at the siege of Thion ville; 
while Philip Strozzi, perhaps the most fa- 
mous of them all, lives in history as the great 
adversary of Duke Cosmo of Medici. Impris- 
oned by the latter and subjected to frightful 
torture, he put a sudden end to his sufferings 
by seizing the sword of one of the guards and 
by running himself through the body before 
any one could interfere. 

> 

The late Don Piero Strozzi was a senator of 
the kingdom of Italy, and gentieman in wait- 
ing to Queen Margherita. He leaves no 
children by his marriage with the fascinating 
but erratic Sophie Branicka, from whom he 
was judicially separated not long ago. A 
daughter and heiress of the colossally rich 
Count Branicka of Poland, who had estab- 
lished his abode in Paris, she received her 
education on the banks of the Seine, and isa 
titular dame d' honneur of the empresses of 
Russia, and of Queen Helen of Italy; but like 
her sister, Princess George Radziwill, is ter- 
ribly spoilt and capricious, and soon tiring 
of her Italian husband and of Italian life, 
insisted upon living apart from him in Paris. 

The late prince leaves two brothers, the 
eldest of whom, Leone, a former naval officer, 
and married to Dona Clementina Oorsini, 
succeeds to the chieftainship of the house and 
to the ownership of the palace. Many of the 
treasures which it formerly contained and 
for which it was celebrated have found their 
way to America, and thanks to this, the name 
of Strozsi must be tolerably familiar to vis! 
tors to the Metropolitan museum of New 
York and anaiogous institutions in various 
parts of the United States. Don Leone Stros- 
zi is not rich, and it is, therefore, probable 
that some more of the contents of the palace 
will reach this country.

visions made by its builder, old Pallas Stros- 
zi, whose wealth was estimated in his day 
as half as great again as that of the great 
rival house of Medici, the palace shall, if the 
house of Strozsi ever becomes extinct, pass 
to the city of Florence.

For although Prince 
Leone has only a couple of daughters, yet 
he has a bachelor brother, Don Roberto, 
and a sister, married to the statesman and 
former cabinet minister, Count. Guicciardini.

After the service at the church a recep- 
tion and luncheon was given at Lincoln hall, 
North Clark street and Germania place. 
Newton Lull, the oldest member of the 
parish, was toastmaster. Addresses were 
made by Bishop Anderson, Bishop Osborne, 
the Rev. James 8. Stone of St. James’ church, 
the Rev. Z. B. T. Phillips of Trinity, the Rev. 
W. O. Waters of Grace, and F. W. More- 
house, editor of The Living World, the paper 
of the church. 

At the luncheon it was agreed that a perma- 
nent endowment should be raised for the 
support of the church. During the after- 
noon $1,200 was subscribed for that purpose. 

The Church of the Ascension was formed 
Sept. 20, 1857, by a few members of St. 
James’ congregation who favored a low 
church. In 1874 the Rev. Arthur Richey of

and it has now come to be known as “ the 
highest Episcopal church in Chicago.“

Waters, rector of Grace Episcopal church, 
last evening before an audience at Lincoln 
center. Civic Piety the Need ef Chicago 
was the subject of the evening’s program, 
which was a part of the week’s celebration 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of All Souls’ 
church. a 

“Chicago needs the help of us all,“ con- 
tinued Dr. Waters. When I first came to 
Chicago I noticed a great deal was said about 
the ‘I will’ spirit. I wish that this spirit 
might not only be a commercial slogan. I. 
wish it might be extended to the city's deal- 
ings with conditions that ought to be im- 
proved.“ 

Dr. Henry B. Fa vill, president of the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league, said the people of 
Chicago are not awake to the needs of the 
city.

National Meeting of League at Buffalo 
Hears Result of Crusade Through- 
out Country.

Gratifyind 
progress in the work of civil service reform 
was reported and the methods of the political 
boss condemned.

It was an audience which showed that inter- 
est is beginning to be taken in the operatic 
enterprise, and that the better public will 
attend as soon as it is convinced that the 
performances are worth while. 

All that the presentation of Carmen 
needed was more thorough rehearsal. Un- 
fortunately the company in ita entirety came 
together here in Chicago, and faced there- 
fore the necessity of getting ready for pub- 
Me production five operas to be given in a 
“space of four days. The task was a her- 
culean one, and the wonder is not that the 
performances have not been better but that 
they have been as smooth and as good as 
they have. Singers and instrumentalists, 
and especially the former, cam do only a cer- 
taln amount of work ina day without dam- 
aging their powers, and when singers must 
appear in a prominent robe at night an all 
day rehearsal is not only ill advised but 
virtually impossible.

Thus it came that Carmen vas given 
with comparatively no complete rehearsal. 
From this sprang the uncértainties and 
roughnesses which made themselves felt in 
some of the scenes. The materia! for an ex- 
cellent presentation of Biget’s delightful 


work was there—it needed but be brought 


to the point where it was shaped arid fitted. 
A careful tehearsal or two, and this Car- 
men would be the best achievement thus 
far of the company, and a trump card which 
could be relied upon to take the public fre- 
quently and repeatedly. For the ra it- 
self is deservedly the most beloved of any 
im the repertory. And there was the right 
spirit manifest in the performance last even- 
ing—an understanding and in certain scenes 
an indication of original and effective inten- 
tions which should result in a performance 
effective, satisfying, and worthy. 
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Mme. Merola had the title role, and in the 
second and third acts—ali of the performance 
I was able to see—she gave evidences of being 
the conscientious. thoughtful actress singer. 
and artist which her work as Santuzza had 
given cause to believe her. Her voice is a 
telling one, not of such great tonal charm, 
but true and capable of good variation in 
the expression of differing emotional and 
@ramatic moods. She evidently has a clear 
concept of the character of gypsy, and 
needs but to perfect it and sure of what 
those about ber are going to do, to have it 
an interesting, appealing, and convincing por- 
trayal—one which dramatically and vocally 
Will be followed with genuine pleasure. 

Sig.Torre as José was suffering from the un- 
certainty which more or less affected every- 
one—the uncertainty due to insufficient prep- 
aration. He makes a handsome brigadier 
and barring his eagerness to acknowledge 
applause shows signs of being good in tht 
role. The Flower Romanza in the second 
act he brought to a teiling climax and needed 
but a Httlé more repose and little less emo- 
tional splutter to make it a praisemeriting 
rendering of the lovely number. 
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Mile. Almeri made a winsome Micaela, and 
the part clearly is one to which she person- 
@ily and vocally is well suited. She gang 


the trying aria in the third act with much 


of smoothness and tonal beauty, and later 
doubtless will do it still better. The Esea- 
millo of Sig. Alessandroni was vocally and 
histrionically one of the best features of the 
performamce. He gave the Toreador song so 
that it roused the usual enthusiasm. Mlle. 
Zarad and Bossi were about the best Fras- 
quita and Mercedes that I have heard in the 
course of many Carmen performances, 
amd the Dancairo and Remendado of Sig. 
Frascona ami Sig. Alesio were excellent 
also. The quintet in the second act was in- 
tentionally admirable—had it been vocally 
smooth it would have proven a delight. Sig. 
Merola worked like a hero and showed by 
the way in which he grasped everything and 
held the whole together that he has in him 
the executive spirit and the musical talent 
that are invaluable to the organization. Give 
him but the chance to prepare and he will 
accomplish excellent results with the ma- 
terial under his baton.

In Orchestra hall last evening before an 
audience of good size Francis Macmilien, the 
young American violinist, gave the first of 
his present season recitals. The different oc- 
casions on which he was listened to last 
winter served to convince that he ie a player 
of uncommon gifts. both natural and ac- 
quired. He was bcg@med so unjudiciousty 
when first he came before the public that 
unconsciously and unavoidably prejudice 
was created against him. So much greater 
then had to be his achievements in order 
to overcome this. He did good work last 
year, and with each appearance increased 
the respect felt for him and for his capabili- 
ties. Last evehing he showed himself a 
better, finer artist than he had at any time 
before. I was able to hear him only in the 
Allegro from the E major Concerto of Bach, 
in the Dvorak Humoreske, which he gave 
as encore to this selection, an@ in the D 
minor Concerto! of Vieuxtemps.

One local export- 
‘Ing hduse was the recipient of a cable from 
Riga, Russia, asking for offers on durum 
wheat. This inquiry so early in the season, 
was considered significant. Last winter 
there were inquiries for this grade of wheat 
from Russian Baltic ports, and a little wheat 
was sold there. Banks here are discourag- 
ing new ‘ventures of any description, Coarse 
grains were affected in the same may as 
wheat, and in spite of the small arrivals 
there was little demand, eastern buyers ap- 
parently being unable to finance even small 
lots. One shipper had an offer for cash 
oats showing a profit of nearly 5c a bu, pro- 
vided payment could be withheld until the 
grain arrived in the east. The country ts 
selling practically no corn or oats, and pres- 
ent receipts represent cleaning up of delayed 
shipments. Prices were 1@1%c lower on 
corn and steady for oats. Sales here were 
25,000 bu wheat, 115,000 bu corn, and 75,000 
bu oats. The seaboard reported sales of 
90,000 bu wheat. } 

Plans for the movement of the northwest- 
ern grain crops to eastern markets are be- 
ing consummated in the twin cities, accord- 


the plan have not been given out, but it is 
understood arrangements have been made 
by bankers in Minneapolis, St. Paul, Duluth, 
and New York, with the assistance of James 
J. Hill, which will facilitate shipments and 
thereby, help relieve the stringency in the 
northwest. The details of the plan have not 
been given out, but the assurance has been 
given that a large sum of money has been 
raised so that the grain may be moved for- 
ward before the close of navigation on the 
lakes. One of the St. Paul bankers inter- 
ested was quoted as saying: 

“Credit has been arranged by the banks 
in the northwest and in New York by the 
aid of J. J. Hill for the purpose — — 
the shi nt during the season of navigation 
to the Poastern. markets of grain from the 
head of the lakes and the milled product 
from Minneapolis. This will free the termi- 
nals and make quick returns at the head 
of the lakes for the grain shipments and at 
Minneapolis for the milled products.” 


An interesting report emanated from To- 
ronto stating that local grain men there 
were of the opinion that two of the leading 
milling concerns in Canada were acting in 
concert with banking interests in attempting 
to force out the Canadian northwest crop at 
low prices in order to get the grain cheap. 
It was stated that neither of the concerns in 
question was buying any wheat, although 
both had ample funds. A good part of the 
decline in the Winnipeg market was consid- 
ered due to this cause. Millers, on the other 
hand claimed that they were advising the 
farmer to hold all of his high grade wheat 
until the present financial flurry wee over. 
Some of the Toronto firms were about out 
of the shipping business at the moment, be- 
ing obliged to wait until their purchases in 
the west hed reached their destination in 
order to renew their credit. 25 

“Our reports from Iowa, covering every 
BRE of the state, show a poor quality of 
the grain, and the percentage of yield com- 
pared with a year ago, iq an average of 
63.12, which compares with an average 
of 72 a month ago,” said Clement- 
Curtis. “Onthe basis of the government 
returns this decline in the autturn suggests 
240,000,000 bu for the state, as against 267,- 
600,000 bu reported om the Oct. 1 estimate. 
While there is a reduction of 20 per cent in 
the number of cattle and hogs estimated to be 
fed this year, as compared to last year, the 
requirement for this purpose is-for a greater 
proportion of this year’s crop than last year. 
In this respect Iowa differs from the other 
states whose reports we have, and is readily 
accounted for on the poor quality of the 
grain, which suggests a small amount of con- 


tract stuff. 

‘the Northwestern Miller's flour trade re- 
view said: The Minneapolis flour output 
last week decreased 26,815 bris. The quan- 
tity turned out (week of Nov. 2) was 283,460 
pris, against 284,820 in 1906 and 443,345 in 
1905. Four less mills are in operation this 
week, with the probability of still more be- 
ing closed before the week is over. Business 
with Minneapolis mills last week was spot- 
ted. A few mills sold more than they made; 
others much less. It wasa standoff between 
the two; perhaps as much was sold as was 
made. Millers, however, are far from ag- 
gressive for orders, They prefer to go slow 


ing to advices from St. Paul. The details orf 


at present and are disposed to sell no more 
than they can finance conveniently. Buy- 
ers, on the other hand, show a similar dispo- 
sition and are taking only enough fiour to 
meet current requirements.” 

The government report will be issued today 
at noon. It will give the preliminary esti- 
mate of the yield of corn, with the quantity 
in farmers’ hands Nov. 1, also the prelimi- 
nary estimates of the hay, buckwheat, and 
tobacce crops. There will be no mention of 
wheat. The final estimate of corn last year 
showed a crop of 2,027,000,000 hu. The Oc- 
tober, 1907, report suggested a corn yield of 
2,450,000,000 bu. The acreage was officially 
estimated at 98,009,000 acres. On Nov. 1. 
1906, the quantity of corn in farmers’ hands 
was 4.4 per cent of the previous crop, or 
119,000,000 bu. March 1 last the quantity 
back was 1,298,000,000 bu. In 1905 the per- 
centage back on Nov, 1 was 3.3 per cent, or 
81,500,000 bu. 

Unexpected strength in Winnipeg wheat 
helped the early upturn in this market. 
Exporters there were reported to be bidding 
freely for cash wheat and shorts covered, 
bidding frantically for wheat until an ad- 
vance of 4c had been scored in the nearby 
delivery. As soon as the demand from the 
shorts was satisfied, as was the case in this 
market, prices settled back. At the close 
Winnipeg showed a line of approximately 
80 for three days. ers in Canada are ex- 
periencing the same financial trouble in 
financing their business as on this side of the 
Une. Prices at Winnipeg are still at a ma- 
terial discount under Duluth. Receipts there 
yesterday were 286 cars, against 455 cars a 
year ago, the falling off refiecting financial 
conditions. 

An Argentine calle said harvesting of lin- 
seed had begun in the north and that the 
quality was good. The weather is unsettled, 
and this will delay the harvesting of wheat, 
which it was reported would begin about 
this time. Private cables from Argentina 
received by local firms continued to report 
conditions in the main favorable. Berlin 
reported Argentine wheat being offered there 
at a decline of 4 marks, or equal to 24%c a 
bushel. 

The Price Current’s weekly crop summ 
read: Winter wheat making fairly ¢ 
progress. Corn drying out slowly and husk- 
ing delayed. Situation unchanged in ab- 
sence of influential developments from bank- 
ing returns. Interior offerings of grain mod- 
erate under decline in values. Packing at 
western centers for the week, 200,000 hogs, 
against 455,000 for corresponding week last 
year.” 

Broomhall cabled: ‘“ An official report for 
the ending of October states seedings are bad 
in most of the southern belt and parts of the 
central west and east; in the southeast and 
northeast medium, Our agent at Kurrachee 
cables that shipments so far this week have 
amounted to 1,040,000 bu, and it is estimated 
that the amount will constitute the weekly 
wheat total.“ 7 

South Africa has entered the field of corn 
exporters. Broomhall had a cable from his 
agent at Natal saying there had been 112,000 
bu corn shipped from the country so far, be- 
sides many small parcels, and that it was ex- 
pected shipments for the season would ag- 
gregate 2,000,000 bu. Heretofore this coun- 
try has been on the list of corn importers. 


Schwabacher & Co. estimated local pro- 
visions stocks yesterday at 18,000 bris pork, 
80,500 tes lard, and 8,500,000 lbs short ribs. 
Nov. 1 the stocks were estimated officially 
at 1,160 bris pork, 44,826 tes lard, and 10, 160, 
544 Ibs short ribs. 

Minneapolis reported milis there buying 
little wheat, the Washburn-Crosby company 
and Pillsbury being in the market to a mod- 
erate extent.

Russian cables noted cold weather in the 
winter wheat sections, where it was feared 
that the new wheat was badly damaged by 
frost. Navigation, it is thought, will be 
closed unusually early. 

Boats for shipment of grain to Buffalo 
went begging yesterday, there being no de- 
mand. No charters were reported Rates 
were quoted 10 for wheat and 1% on corn.

CASH BASIS NOT YET INSIGHT 


Issue of Clearing House Checks Fa- 
vored to Relieve Situation. 


Chicago Telephone stock advanced sharp- 
ly yesterday on the local exchange. The 
trading, wae not large, but the price ad- 
vanced to 110%. A few days ago it was sell- 
ing at 100. Buying orders did not appear 


} until late in the session. The speculation in- 


dicated a belief in the probability that the 
ordinance finally would go through, but it 
did not indicate a certainty. The position of 
the mayor was not known and a veto was 
expected to result in considerable criticism, 
which might render difficult the passing of 
the ordinance over the veto. 

Swift & Co. Shares were fairly active and 
the price moved off with, the weakness in 
New York. The sales of the stock appeared 
to be unending and the buying both by small 
investors and for support. 

Sears-Roebuck preferred was firm, though 
there was little doing. Commonwealth EHdi- 
20n was up one point. American Can pre- 
ferred was a little better. 

In the bond department Chicago Gas 56 
closed at 95. The remainder of the list was 
without special feature. 


Clearing House Checks Favored. 

The immediate concern of Chicago banks 
yesterday was the question of meeting pay 
rolls, and it is probable that clearing house 
checks will be issued at the beginning of next 
week for the purpose of relieving the demand 
for cash in this connection. The most ultra 
conservative banker in the city is in favor 
of the checks as soon as they can be issued. 
It is probable they cannot be engraved in 
time for use thie week. They will be distinc- 
tive in character and easily recognizabie 
from other forms of checks. 

Their issuance is expected to afford much 
relief from the annoyance now experienced 
by persons accustomed to use currency in 
nearly all transactions. The million or,more 
people in Chicago who do not have checking 
accounte are accustomed to the use of cash 
only. The clearing house checks will be as 
nearly the equivalent of cash as any kind of 
credit inetrument that could be created by 
the banks. 

Oash Basis Still Impossible. 

The banks as a whole have not changed 
their policy with reference to restricted pay- 
ments of cash. Until New York begins to un- 
lock its cash vaults there can be no relief in 
Chicago. New York yesterday was paying a 
premium of 2% to 8 per cent for such cur- 
rency as could be coaxed out by this means. 
This is ample proof that the banks there are 
not parting with cash, otherwise there would 
be no occasion for accepting 97 cents for a 
dollar. The prospect of resuming a cash 
basis among the Chicago banks is not in 
sight as the situation now stands. As indi- 
cated, they could not afford to offer full pay- 
ments {n cash on checks. If they did this 
and lowered the thirty and sixty days’ 
notice they would be drained of liquid re- 
sources in less than one week. They all have 
agreed to stand together, so that not until the 
New York banks discontinue the use of clear- 
ing house certificates and the savings banks 
there resume currency payments can it be 
expected that Chicago banks will be able to 
vary to any extent from their present policy. 

It may be said that all the local banks feel 
greatly relieved because of the reduced preg- 
sure on the part of depositors for currency. 
At the same time they make the same rigid 
inquiry into requests for cagh that they made 
last week. But with the clearing house 
checks in circulation this phase of the situa- 
tion is expected to show decided improve- 


ment. 
As Viewed by National City. 

In its monthly circular the Nationa] City 
bank has the following: «4. ae 

ver since last March there has been sub- 
stantial agreement among financial authori- 
ties that a reaction from the worldwide busi- 
ness development and greatly stimulated 
uses of credit was inevitable. A recession 
in business and a falling off in industrial and 
commercial activity were predicted and even 
looked forward to as the only real solution 
of the financial problem presented. The west 
and middle west. have been disposed to take 
issue‘ with this view. The surroundings of 
good crops following a prolonged: period of 
more than ordinary agricultural prosperity, 
high prices, and increasing land values led 
to an attitude of optimism in which under- 
lying conditions were ignored and the whole 
situation dismissed as being wholly local to 
New York and to the markets for corporate 
securities. Declines in values of stocks and 
bonds, even of properties showing staple 
earnings and having approved management 
were noted with some apathy as phenomena 
having no relation to the general financial 
and business fabric. In currency reform dis- 
cussions it is notorious that it has been al- 
most impossible to arouse interest outside of 
a few of the large banking centers.“ 


Copper Prices Are Reduced. 


At the New York metal exchange all grades 
of copper were reduced & in both the bid and 
asked prices, making lake 14@14\c, electro 
lytic, 18%@l4c; castings, 184%@18\%c. This 
is the first announcement of a reduction in 
price for several weeks. 


United States Stee] Bonds Listed. 

At a special meeting of the governing com- 
mittee of the New York exchange there was 
admitted to the list $30,000,000 additional 
United States Steel ten to sixty years 5 per 
cent sinking fund bonds, due 1963. The listing 
of these bonds is in connection with the pur- 
chase of a controlling interest in the stock of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company. 

J. P. Morgan & Co, announced during the 
day that the firm had received over 175,000 
shares of Tennessee Coal and Iron stock in 
exchange for United States Steel 5 per cent 
bonds. This is considerably more than a ma- 
jority of the outstanding shares. 


Suggests Currency Accounts. 

Marc 8. Holmes writes to THW TRIBUND as 
follows: 

„In 1878, while in business in St. Louis, we 
passed through an experience in money mat- 
ters like that occurring dt this time From 
my observation I do not think that many 
depositors, if any, are depositing currency 
or specie. At that time we made out our de- 
posit tickets, so much in checks, so much 
currency, so much gold, so much silver, and 
it went to our credjt in the same funds 
against which we could draw for amount to 
our credit in each. It occurs to me that a 
simflar course here might draw out from hid- 
ing much currency and specie if parties de- 
positing felt they could get at any time at 
least as much as they deposited. It might 
help restore confidence and now and then a 
few dollars of tis needful might stick to 
the banks’ vaults.“ 

There has been some slight discussion here 
of opening currency accounts, which would 
in effect be following the suggestion in the 
foregoing communication. 


Not a Legal Tender. 

Another communication to THE TAI DUN: 

„ Why is it essential for our bankers to 
import gold coins from foreign countries? 
Why not notes of the Bank of England or 
Bank of France in place of paying a premium 
for gold coin that but few wish to handle? 
The public would soon be educated to British, 
French, or Canadian bank issues in paper, 
and possibly the currency stringency might 
be relieved in that way.

Bank of England notes are in effect ware- 
house receipts calling for gold on demand. 
They are not a legal tender in this country. 
The banks of the country import gold, there- 
fore, in order to have money and not the 
evidence of it. Singularly enough three £5 
Bank of England notes were presented to one 
of the Chicago banks a few days ago and 
the bank refused to give out currency in 
exchange for them. This view of the matter 
must of course be general or the banks would 
not go to the expense of importing metal if 
the certificates issued against metal were just 
as good as the metal itself.

IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKET. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The supplies of money, were 
short, the demand was good, and rates were dearer 
today. Discounts were adjusted to the increase? 

Trading on the 
etock exchange opened buoyantly on the settlement 
of the railway dispute. Consols improved 3-16 
and home rails went up from 1 to 4 points, but 
dealers received a shock when the 7 per cent bank 
rate was announced and a general decline fol- 
lowed. Home rails lost most of the initial ad- 
vance and consols declined %. While it is recog- 
nized that the higher bank rate is necessary, owing 
to the present outflow of gold, which had reduced 
the reserve by over £3,000,000, the effect on trade 
as well as on the bourses, it is generally antici- 
pated, WII be unfavorable and sead to nruch 
Hquidation. In the afternoon the announcement 
that the Bank of France had also raised its dis- 
count rate from 6 to 7 per cent depressed De 
Beers, Rio Tintos, and other Paris specialties. 

Americans dropped 1 to 3 points below yester- 
day evening’s prices on the higher discount rate 
of the Bank of England and ruled weak at noon, 
the determined efforts of the authorities to check 
the gold outflow creating an unfavorable im- 
pression. Trading became dull until the receipt 
of the New York opening prices and then quota- 
tions advanced, under the lead of Union Pacific, 
and after good business, closed firm.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—[Special.]— 
There was a 10 per cent decrease im the 
business of the great lakes in September 
from that of August, according to figures 
furnished the department of commerce and 
labor. The figures for September were 
11,342,565 net tons, compared with 12,597,866 
net tons reported during August of this year, 
and 10,807,772 net tons during September, 
1906. As compared with the September, 1906, 
figures, the shipments of coal, ore, and 
minerals show an increase, while the ship- 
ments of grain, including flaxseed, flour, 
lumber, and unclassified merchandise, were 
lower than a year ago. Shipments for the 
nine months of the year, 61,784,212 net tons, 
are 12 per cent and 27 per cent in excess of 
the corresponding 1906 and 1905 figures. 

The domestic iron ore shipments, from 
Lake Superior and Michigan ports mainly, 
totaled 6,166,147 gross tons, or 11 per cent 
less than a month ago, though 7 per cent 
more than during September of 1906. 

Shipments of soft coal for the month, main- 
ly. from. Lake Erie ports to the head of the 
lakes and Milwaukee, 1,843,042 net tons, are 
below the August figures, though 12 per cent 
in excess of the September, 1906, figures. 
Shipments for nine months of the year, 11,- 
642,151, are about 27 per cent in excess of the 
corresponding 1906 figures. 

Wheat shipments for the month, mainly 
from Duluth, Superior, and Chicago, 7,185,- 
162 bushels, were considerably in. excess of 
the preceding month's total, as well as the 
September, 1906, figures of 5,878,985 Bushels. 

Lumber shipments for the month, 174,396,- 
000 feet, of which almost 28 per cent is 
credited to Duluth, are 22 per cent below the 
September, 1906. 

The shipments of copper, mainly from up- 
per Michigan ports, 10,724 gross tons, com- 
pare favorably with the September, 1906, 
figures, though the nine months’ total, 66,872 
gross tons, is almost 22 per cent below the 
corresponding 1906 total. 

The movement of package freight for the 
month, 756,428 net tone, was considerably 
lower than during August, But above the | 
September, 1906, movement. The season 
figures, 5,084,433 net tons, show an increase 
of more than 10 per cent over the corre- 
sponding 1906 total. 

Freight traffic through the canals at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., and Ontario, Caneda, dur- 
ing September aggregated 8,582,706 net tons, 
being slightly below the preceding month’s 
total of 8,544,883 net tons, though largely in 
excess of the September, 1906 and 1905 traffic. 


PALESTINE LEMON CAUSES 
STRIFE AMONG LOCAL JEWS. 


Man Arrested for Resenting Criticism 
of Rabbi Is Acquitted by Jury in Mu- 
nicipal Court, 


A lemon imported from Palestine led to the 

arrest of Jacob Cohen, 607 Canal street, on a 
charge of assault and battery. Michael 
Shapiro, 121 Barber street, testified in Judge 
Fake’s court yesterday that Cohen beat him 
several weeks ago without provocatien. A 
jury acquitted Cohen. 
According to the story told in court there 
is an old Jewish tradition that the prayers of 
the faithful are efficacious on certain days 
if each of the faithful hold in his hands a 
lemon imported from Palestine. These 
lemons, it was said, are imported by the 
rabbig and sold to the rich Jews at prices 
running from $5 to $25. The poorer ones 
rent the lemons for temporary use. 

Shapiro dropped a rented lemon and broke 
its stem. In doubt as to whether or not the 
lemon could be put in service again, Shapiro 
consulted. a. rabbi, who, he alleges, refused 
to answer the question except for pay. 

The rabbi’s conduct was commented upon 
in the Jewish Dally Press, contrary to Jew- 
ish teachings. Cohen, who is a friend of the 
accused rabbi, blamed Shapiro for calling the 
attention of the paper to the affair and 
ejected him from his office. He admitted he 
did not handle him with great care. 


USE BUT HALF OF NEW CARS. 


Stated Chicago City Road Is Handi- 
capped Because of Property Own- 
ers’ Attitude. 


The new cars of the Chicago City road are 
now arriving at the rate of six and seven a 
day, but President Mitten says he does not 
see how he can use more than 150 of the entire 
800 this winter. They will be put on the Cot- 
tage Grove and Indiana avenue lines. 

The trouble is with the inability of the com- 
pany to use its Cottage Grove avenue barns 
on account of the refusal of the property 
owners to consent to the Langley avenue and 
Thirty-eighth street loop. 

The cars which are put in service cannot be 
cleaned more than twice a day instead of at 
the end of every round trip, as had been Mr. 
Mitten's intention. The barns have deen 
equipped with, pits under the tracks so a car 
could be cleaned in a few moments. 


DEMAND FOR A “KNIFE” BRIDGE. 


River Men Want Bascule Structure, but 
the Lake Street L' Makes 
Objection. 


Bridge Engineer Pihifeldt is working on 
plans for a bascule bridge at Lake street. 
The present one is a serious impediment to 
navigation, with its center pier, and the river 
men are demanding it come down. The 
trouble, however, is with the Lake street 
„L.“ During the time of reconstruction it 
would have to be closed, badly interfering 
with the road’s traffic. Besides, the com- 
nany would be expected to pay its share of 
the cost of a new bridge, the estimates for 
which reach $1,000,000. Plans are also being 
drawn for new bridges at Orleans, Wash- 
ington, Polk, Erie, and Blackhawk streets.

HARRIMAN MAKES NEW MOVE 


Seeks Dissolution of Injunction 
on Mutual Life Shares. 


NEW APPEAL FOR PROXIES. 


Loss in Illinois Central Net Receipts 
for Three Months $519,367. 


Attorneys for E. H. Harriman and his al- 
lies in the fight with Stuyvesant Fish for con- 
trol of the IHMinois Central assumed the of- 
fensive yesterday. A motion to dissolve the 
injunction as to the 5,500 shares Illinois 
Central stcck owned by the Mutual Life 
Insurance company of New York was fled 
before Judge Bail. 

It developed also that the Harriman-Hara- 
han faction is out with a new appeal for 
proxies. Copies of a circular letter have 
been received by Chicago stockholders who 
are favorable to Fish. There is some ques- 
tion as to whether new stockholders may 
vote at the adjourned meeting on Dec. 18. 
but additional proxies will be valid if the 
men issuing them were registered stockhold- 
ers on Sept. 23, whem the books of the com- 
pany were closed. 

Decrease in Ned Receipts. 

One Chicago stockholder sent his letter to 
THE TRIBUNE, together with the statement 
of income and expenses for the first three 
months of the fiscal year, showing a de- 
crease in net receipts of $519,867 for thie 
period. With these documents was a com- 
munication headed. A Stockholder Wants 
to Know,” which read:
